Broward moves 
to ban therapy 
to convert gays

Children in Broward County could soon be pro- 
tected from controversial conversion therapy prac- 
tices that try to make gay kids straight. 

County commissioners directed staff Tuesday to 
bring back a proposal that would ban the practice of 
conversion therapy for minors. 

The goal of the therapy is to change a minor’s 
sexual orientation or gender identity. It targets chil- 
dren who are gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender or 
questioning their sexual identity. 

“It’s a dangerous, horrific process that hurts young 
people,” Commissioner Nan Rich said. “This is some- 
thing that should not be perpetrated on children. You 
have children that end up committing suicide. Their
